Blalne1* reply dated Aug. 34, 1889, and 
closing'wilb one from Secretary Blalne 
to Sir Julian Pauncefolo, the British 
minister, dated July 19tb. 1889. The 
firtt letter it. addressed to Mr. Bla'nc at 
Bar Harbor »nd U under date of August 
24lh, 1889. 
It read* as follows-. 


SIR In accordance with instructions

according lo scientific autborilics,"Urcai 
colonies of flsb on the Newfoundland 
Banks." These colonies resemble tbe 
gatherings of great populations on land. 
TUsy remain stationary, having a limited 
range of water In which to live and die. 
In these great colonies it is. according to 
expert judgment, comparatively easy to 
explode dynamite or giant powder In 
such manner as to kill vast quantities of 
fish and at the ssmc lime destroy count- 
less numbers of ogg«.
